Berkeley George Andrew Moyni- 
han, the emintnt surgeon, was born 
in Malta in October 1865, the son of 
tn Irish officer, Capt. Moynihan, who 
won the V. C. in. the Crimea, 
Educated at the Royal Naval School, 
‘he Inter took the degrees of MS., 
MLB. and E.R.CS., and’ practised in 

' Leeds where he became professor of 
clinical surgery and hon. surgeon at 
the gencral infirmary, Students de- 
lighted to watch the smooth, quick 
certainty of his work. They had 
sublime faith in his advice, not only 
on medical, but on other matters, 
One of the grentest abdominal sur- 
eons In the world, he was knighted 
in 1012, He served throughout the 
the War In the Army Medlcal Corps, 
renching the rank of major-sencral. 
For bis services he was awarded the 
K.C.M.G, In 1018, while in 1922 he 
received n baronetey. 

-Moynlhun had Jong made a pecial 
study of cancer and after the War he 
became head of the campaign against 
it. As President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, .he mide a 
rtron# appeal in 1927 for a national 
uprising, aghinst the scourge. In 20 
years. he suid, the mortality from it 
hud inereased 20 per cdnt,, but the dis- 
ense could be cured and more sufferers 
than ever were being permanently 
relleved of it. He pleaded for earller 
treatment, warning doctors that ex- 
cessive deliberation in the first stages 
meant that “certainty of dingnosis" 


when it was attained was often “cere |- 


talnty of death.” 

Moynihan took a leading part in 
roising a Yorkshire fund to fight 
cancer. In a year nearly £150,000 
was collected and a research Institute 

was opened in connectian with Leeds 
University, i 

“ In 1029 the great surgeon was 
ralsed to the peernge, taking the title 
of Baron Moynihan, , 

In 1935 he became president of the 
Voluntary Euthanasia (Easy Death) 
Soclety which urged the legalisntion 
of the “right to die" where. a person 
suffers from an incurable  disense, 
He declared ‘that a patient in con- 
‘stant pain for which nothing could 
be done should be allowed "a pain- 
less passing.” If he desired it. But 
first the consent of parents, guar- 
dians or relations must be obtained. 

Among his books are treatises, on 
ubdominnl surgery and duodenal 
ulcer ond he wrote a number of 
papers on medicul subjects, An ace 
complished speaker and, a clear 
thinker, he was a man of charming 
personality. 

Lady Moynihan, whom he married 
in 1995, died suddenly last Monday, 
September 1, and since then Lord 

. Moynihan had been aricf-stricken, so 
that when he was himself taken ill 
his death was not unexpected. He 
Jeaves two sons und one daughter, 
the heir to the title being the Hon. 
Patrick Barkeley__Moyniban, who.

PEACE IN THE SOUTH 


There will be widespread relief 
and satisfaction, in Hongkong as 
well as throughout China, over 
the reported peaceful adjustment 
of the Kwangsi dispute. The 
main features of the settlement 
are that General Li Chung-jen, 
who. was dismissed by Nanking 
from his post as Commander-in- 
Chief’ in Kwangsi when the 
Southern revolt first: broke out, 
is now to be Pacification Com- 
missioner in the: province where 
he has for so many years wield- 
ed great influence; whilst Gen- 
eral Pei Chung-hsi will go ‘to 
Nanking to serve on the Mili- 
tary Council, where his abilitics 
should_be_of- general_valueto_the 
country. .It would have been 
foolhardy ip the extreme had a 
new civil war broken out ag a 
result-of Kwangsi intransigience, 
for there has never been a time 
more than the present in which 
China needs to unite in the face 
of the recurring threats of aggres- 
sion from‘ without. For Nan- 
king and Kwangsi to have sought 
a settlement of their differences 
on the field of battle at this junc- 
ture would have been to play into 
the hands of the Japanese mili- 
tarists. The needless slaughter 
of China’s man-power would not 
only have further weakened the 
nation, but would have delayed 
the unification of the , Republic 
and have invited Japanese inter- 
vention.

ALLEGED FAILURE 
' TO DELIVER 


A_ claim for the return of a sum 
of $900, paid ‘for the delivery of 
of newsprint paper, which de- 

nts are sald to have failed to 
deliver, was made before the Chicf 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGresto! t the 
immary Court this morning, The 
plaintiffs were the Kwong Yuen firm, 
of ‘No. 75 Connaught Road Central, 
and they alleged that by o contract 
dated Muay 26, 1935, Messrs., Kunst 
and Albers agreed to sell 100 tons 
of M. F. newsprint paper on reels. 
The plaintiffs ascertained on. arrival 
wf the goods that the average weight 
of the paper was 55 grams, whereas 
the welght contracted for was 48 
rrams. The writ also stated that 
nlaintiffs were allowed to take de- 
livery ‘of the goods In small consign- 
ments, and were to be allowed 10 
ner cent. discount. A sum of $900 
had-been paid in respect of 24 reels, 
rbut the defendants had falled to 
muke delivery. ‘Plaintiffs were now 
claiming: the return’ of the money. 


. and margin, 


Mr. M.A. da Silva appear 
plaintiffs, while Mr. G. S. 
presented the defendants. 

* Hung Chang-bul, smanayer of the 
pluntiff firm, gave evidence. He 
sald that on May 26, 1935, he entered 
into a contract with defendants for 
certain newsprint papers, delivery to 
he taken. two months after signing 
the contract. Witness took delivery 
of six reels by the first shipment, but 
did not inspect them as special ma- 
chinery wus needed to unpack them. 
Witness sent these recls to a firm in 
Canton but Jater received a sample 
from them with a complaint that they 
were not of the right quality. Wit- 
ness wrote to Mr. Egge, manager of 
the defendant firm, on November, 4 
ubout this. 


AGREEMENT REACHED 


Nothing further happened until 
March, 1936. Witness then went to 
see Mr. Egge and the result was that 
an agreement was reached whereby 
witness was allowed to take delivery 
of the reels intermittently, with a re- 
duction. of 10 per cent.- Witness paid 
over $900 for 24 reels of paper, and 
recelved a recelpt. 

When the goods were not delivered, 
witness corresponded with defendant 
and a great deul of correspondence 
passed between them. Witness stat- 
ed that Mr. Egge also asked that $3,- 
900 be put in the Bank as a deposit 
hefore the goods could be delivered:

The decline in unemployment in 
Great Britain continues, ‘The: Minis- 
try of labour provisionally estimates 
that on August 24 the number of in- 
sured persons aged sixteen to sixty- 
five in employment in Great Britain, 
exclusive of agricultural workers, 
Was upproximately 10,691.000—66,000 
more than the month before and 500,- 
000 more than the year before, At the 
sane date the number of registered 
unemployed In Great Britain were 
3,013,040, comprising 1,297,596 wholly 
unemployed, 244,874 temporarily loid 
off nnd 71470 normally in casual em- 
ployment. This totdl was 38,132 less 
than on July 20 last and 334,024 less 
than o year ago, despite an increase 
of the number of unemployed boys 
und girls between July 20 and August 
24 of 19,227, owing largely to regis- 
tration of juveniles who left school ut 
the end of the sunsmer term.—Jritish 
Wircless. : :
